Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Truro  Rural  District  during  1955. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  the  Winter  was  much  colder 
than  average.  In  February  there  was  a  heavy  fall  of  snow  which 
lay  unmelted  for  many  weeks  during  the  latter  part  of  which  we 
had  cold  dry  sunny  days  such  as  are  rarely  experienced  during  an 
English  Winter.  The  Summer  that  followed  will  long  be  remembered 
as  one  of  the  driest  and  sunniest  in  recent  years. 

The  cold  spell  was  hard  on  the  old  folk  especially  such  of  them 
as  had  no  younger  people  to  help  with  carrying  coal  and  water, 
getting  groceries  and  so  forth.  It  is  not  the  truth  that  neighbour¬ 
liness  is  dead,  there  is  at  least  as  much  as  ever  there  was.  The  fact 
is  that  many  more  people  are  living  much  longer  and  what  was  once 
a  small  problem  is  becoming  an  increasingly  big  one.  In  rural  areas 
the  problem  is  complicated  by  the  fact  that  many  of  the  old  people 
live  in  isolated  cottages. 

Mr.  Bennett’s  report  records  a  very  full  year’s  work  and  deserves 
careful  study.  The  inspection  of  meat  has  become  a  disproportion¬ 
ately  heavy  burden  which  absorbs  an  increasingly  large  part  of  the 
staff’s  time  while  other  and,  in  my  opinion,  more  important  work 
has  to  go  by  default.  Mr.  Bennett  has  elaborated  on  this  theme 
in  his  report  and  I  need  only  say  here  that  he  has  my  full  support. 

I  welcome  this  opportunity  of  again  thanking  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and 
support  throughout  the  year  and  to  Mr.  Bennett  and  his  staff  for 
their  loyal  co-operation.

72.6%  of  all  deaths  were  over  the  age  of  65  years. 
46.1%  of  all  deaths  were  over  the  age  of  75  years. 


The  outstanding  feature  of  the  Vital  Statistics  is  that  nearly 
half  of  the  people  who  died  in  the  district  during  1955  had  passed 
their  75th  year.  There  is  undoubtedly  some  disproportion  between 
the  number  of  young  persons  and  the  aged,  due,  in  part,  to  the 
lack  of  industry  in  the  district  and  the  “  flight  from  the  land.”  It 
also  seems  quite  evident  however  that  our  old  folk  are  living 
longer. 

The  bitter  cold  spell  in  February  and  March  took  its  toll  of 
old  people  as  always  but  not  to  the  extent  that  one  would  have 
expected. 

The  analysis  of  causes  of  death  shows  how  the  numbers  of 
deaths  from  the  various  causes  can  fluctuate  from  year  to  year  in 
a  small  community.  During  the  few  years  covered  by  the  table 
the  incidence  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  slightly 
higher  than  that  for  the  United  Kingdom  while  the  death  rate  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  is  little  above  half  the  United  Kingdom  rate. 
As  cigarette  smoking  is  probably  quite  as  common  here  as  else¬ 
where  the  lower  incidence  of  the  disease  must  almost  certainly 
be  due  to  the  absence  of  air  pollution  from  causes  other  than 
tobacco  smoke. 

The  death  ascribed  to  the  head  “  Homicide  and  operations  of 
war  ”  was  in  fact  due  to  chronic  sepsis  in  wounds  sustained  in  the 
1914-1918  war.

(ii)  Ambulance  Service 

The  St.  Agnes  Country  Centre  ceased  to  function  on  3.8.1955 
owing  to  the  difficulty  of  finding  crews  to  man  the  ambulance.  The 
Rural  District  is  covered  by  ambulances  and  utilecons  based  on  the 
Main  Centres  at  Truro,  Falmouth  and  Redruth. 

(iii)  Home  Help  Service 

7  (9)  maternity  and  42  (69)  other  cases  were  given  help  in  their 
own  homes  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  cases  helped  during  the  year  was  less  than  in 
1954  but  the  amount  of  help  given  was  greater.  We  are  continually 
coming  across  instances  of  old  or/and  infirm  persons  living  alone 
who  really  need  care  and  attention.  In  some  cases  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  how  neighbours  can  allow  such  conditions  to  arise  with¬ 
out  reporting  to  someone.  We  usually  find  that  the  neighbours  have 
in  fact  been  helping.  In  some  cases  the  old  people  have  gradually 
withdrawn  themselves  deliberately  from  the  community  and  appear 
to  resent  help  and  these  are  the  most  difficult  we  have  to  deal  with. 
Fear  of  the  workhouse  is  still  a  dominant  factor  and  although  these 
places  have  had  their  names  changed  by  Act  of  Parliament  their 
nature  is  still  so  much  the  same  that  their  fears  are  far  from 
unjustified. 

What  is  wanted,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  holiday  home  to  which 
infirm  people  can  go  for  anything  between  a  week  and  six  months 
while  their  physical  strength  is  built  up  and  their  old  homes  made 
fit  for  their  return.  Miss  Jennings  tells  of  two  instances  in  which 
something  of  the  sort  was  done.  There  would  be  more  such  cases 
if  the  facilities  existed. 

(iv)  After-Care 

Grants  of  free  extra  nourishment  were  made  to  4  (11)  sufferers 
from  tuberculosis  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician. 

(v)  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  examined  and  reported  on  28  (7) 
samples  of  ice  cream  and  66  (60)  samples  of  water  during  the  year.

Miss  E.  J.  Jennings,  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  writes: — 

“  The  staffing  position  has  improved.  The  Chacewater  and 
Gwennap  area  once  again  has  a  district  nurse  midwife/health  visitor 
who  is  living  in  Chacewater. 

Elderly  people  living  alone  continue  to  be  a  source  of  anxiety. 
In  spite  of  the  work  of  the  health  visitors  and  various  voluntary 
welfare  organisations  cases  of  real  distress  do  still  exist. 

Early  in  the  year  the  plight  of  an  elderly  lady  living  alone  in 
squalor  was  brought  to  my  notice.  In  co-operation  with  neighbours, 
the  Home  Help  Service,  the  National  Assistance  Board,  the  W.V.S. 
and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  cottage  was  thoroughly 
cleaned,  the  old  lady  was  reclothed  and  she  was  able  to  continue 
living  in  her  own  home.  As  the  stairs  were  too  steep  for  her  to 
climb,  her  little  sittingroom  was  made  into  a  bedroom  and  i 
splendid  home  help  gave  her  first-class  attention. 

She  spent  several  happy  months  there  before  a  serious  illness 
necessitated  her  removal  to  hospital. 

Later  in  the  year  the  plight  of  an  elderly  couple  living  under 
even  worse  conditions  was  dealt  with  by  the  same  co-operation 
between  the  voluntary  and  statutory  welfare  organisations. 

These  two  old  people  had  to  go  to  Barncoose  for  a  spell  while 
their  home  was  made  habitable.  Unfortunately  the  old  gentleman 
died  there  but  his  widow,  physically  much  better  as  the  result  of 
the  care  she  had  had  in  Barncoose,  came  back  to  her  home.  She  is 
content  to  live  downstairs  in  the  bed-sittingroom  we  made  for  her, 
electric  light  has  been  installed  (the  old  lady  paid  for  its  installation) 
and  by  a  combination  of  neighbourliness  and  the  Home  Aid  Service 
all  her  material  needs  are  cared  for  and  she  can  look  forward  to 
spending  a  long  time  yet  in  the  little  home  she  loves. 

It  will  be  seen  how  necessary  it  is  to  notify  any  cases  of  elderly 
people  living  alone  to  one  or  other  of  the  Voluntary  Welfare 
Organisations  or  direct  to  the  Health  Area  Office  in  Truro.  Similar 
conditions  can  thereby  be  prevented  before  they  arise."

The  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  imported.  A  young  lady 
doctor  travelled  to  Cornwall  on  a  pillion  of  a  motor  cycle  and 
developed  the  disease  within  a  week  of  arrival.  Fortunately  the 
infection  was  a  mild  one.  That  there  were  no  secondary  cases  may 
have  been  due  to  some  extent  to  the  good  sense  of  the  young  lady 
who  diagnosed  her  own  condition  and  asked  that  precautions  be 
taken. 

The  12  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  seem  to  have  been  due  to 
temporary  pollution  of  a  private  water  supply.  Steps  were  taken 
to  make  a  recurrence  of  the  pollution  less  likely.  The  establishment 
at  which  the  trouble  occurred  lies  on  the  St.  Anthony-in-Roseland 
peninsula  where  water  is  a  serious  problem  not  only  to  those  cater¬ 
ing  for  holiday  makers  but  to  the  farmers  who  need  ample  supplies 
of  reliably  clean  water  for  their  dairies. 

Diphtheria 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  1955.  333  (393)  children 

under  5  years  and  23  (50)  over  5  were  immunised  against  the  disease 
during  the  year  and  257  (433)  booster  doses  were  given. 
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It  is  estimated  that  on  the  31st  December,  1955,  there  were 
1,405  (1,393)  children  in  the  Rural  District  between  the  ages  of  1 
and  5  years.  Of  these  1,049  (1,016)  or  74.7%  (72.9%)  had  been 
immunised  against  diphtheria. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

55  (144)  of  the  322  (355)  children  born  during  the  year  were 
vaccinated.  Also  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  were  95  (72)  between 
the  ages  of  1  and  15  years  and  12  (7)  older  persons.  67  (74)  persons 
were  re-vaccinated.

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  162  (160)  pulmonary  and  37  (42)  non-pulmonary. 
This  represents  an  incidence  of  7.4  (7.5)  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

At  the  end  of  1955  530  (348)  children  had  been  vaccinated  with 
B.C.G.  Of  these  222  (146)  were  contacts  with  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  308  (202)  were  dealt  with  under  the  scheme  for  school  leavers. 

The  number  of  parents  refusing  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  their 
children  was  very  low  indeed.  Many  children  attend  schools  outside 
the  District.  The  308  vaccinations  previously  mentioned  were  done 
in  schools  in  the  Rural  District  itself. 

No  mass  radiography  examinations  were  carried  out  in  the 
Rural  District  in  1955,  but  170  children  attending  schools  in  the 
Rural  District  were  X-rayed  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  Truro 
during  Spring. 
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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Truro  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  figures  in  my  Report  for  1955  show  an  increase  in  many 
spheres  of  activity,  notably  in  housing  and  meat  inspection.  The 
former  is  gratifying,  especially  as  the  jump  in  the  number  of 
improvement  grants  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  housing  posi¬ 
tion  generally.  On  the  other  hand,  while  it  is  nice  to  believe  that 
the  meat  traders’  business  is  prospering,  so  much  of  the  meat  goes 
out  of  the  County  that  there  can  be  little  satisfaction  in  knowing 
that  42,095  carcases  have  been  inspected  by  your  Meat  Inspectors 
(an  increase  of  23,665  on  last  year)  when  unhygienic  conditions 
exist  in  many  food  premises  inside  your  own  District  because  we 
are  just  unable  to  cope  with  them. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  are  a  very  important  and 
valuable  instrument  for  securing  cleanliness  in  the  structure  of  and 
methods  of  handling  food  in  shops,  restaurants,  hotels,  canteens — 
in  fact  everywhere  where  food  is  sold  or  used  in  a  business.  These 
Regulations,  together  with  the  new  Food  Byelaws  which  you  have 
adopted,  could  be  responsible  for  much  needed  improvement  in  many 
of  these  places,  and  I  hope  the  time  will  come  when  we  can  some¬ 
how  manage  to  begin  in  earnest  the  formidable  task  of  bringing  all 
such  premises  up  to  a  decent  standard  of  hygiene,  and  ensure  that 
food  is  stored  and  handled  in  the  way  which  these  Regulations 
require  and  the  consumer  is  entitled  to  expect. 

One  could  write  a  book  on  the  varied  work  of  my  Department 
through  the  year — most  of  it  interesting,  some  of  it  unpleasant, 
and  yet  always  something  new.  Whatever  adjectives  we  could  apply 
to  our  work,  monotonous  is  not  one  of  them,  and  the  staff  have, 
as  always,  cheerfully  undertaken  all  that  has  been  asked  of  them, 
and  used .  their  own  initiative  with  creditable  results  as  occasion 
demands.  I  am  grateful  for  their  willing  help  and  conscientious 
performance  of  their  many  duties. 

In  conclusion  I  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  notes  received 
from  your  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Osmand  &  Lane,  on  the 
position  as  regards  the  Chacewater  and  South  West  Scheme,  and 
concerning  the  Sewerage  Schemes  for  Blackwater,  Goonhavern  and 
Tresiilian.  To  your  Maintenance  Engineer,  Mr.  W.  C.  J.  Truscott, 
I  express  my  thanks  for  a  very  comprehensive  report  (incorporated 
in  the  section  on  Water  Supply)  on  maintenance  and  new  works 
of  extension,  and  augmentation  of  supplies.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  Water  Supply 

(a)  Main  Supplies 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  record  for  the  first  time  that  apart 
from  a  few  thinly  populated  parishes  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District 
is  now  covered  by  water  mains,  though  not  everywhere  is  the  water 
supplied  by  the  Council. 

At  Newlyn  East  it  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Newquay  Water 
Company,  and  similarly  water  is  bought  from  Truro  Water  Company 
for  Tresillian,  Gloweth,  and  for  nearly  100  houses  at  Playing  Place, 
in  the  Parish  of  Kea.  The  village  of  Devoran  has  its  own  piped 
supply  from  a  small  privately  owned  system,  and  Falmouth 
Corporation  are  responsible  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water 
through  their  mains  in  the  Parish  of  Mylor.  With  the  exception  of 
Devoran  all  the  water,  together  with  that  distributed  by  the  Council 
in  their  own  schemes,  is  chlorinated. 

Supplies  from  deep  well  or  borehole  pumps  on  a  number  of 
the  Council’s  Housing  Estates  are  being  gradually  discarded  in 
favour  of  main  supplies,  92  houses  being  so  far  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

Ladock  and  South-East  Scheme 

At  Probus  3  in.  main  extensions  have  been  laid  in  Church 
Lane  and  Treviglas  Lane,  and  a  similar  extension  has  been  laid  at 
Trewithian.  In  due  course  about  14  properties  will  be  able  to 
connect. 

At  Portloe  the  new  elevated  tower  at  Trewartha  (capacity 
16,000  gallons)  was  put  into  operation,  thus  enabling  all  properties 
in  this  village  to  be  fed  from  the  Council’s  mains. 

Chace water  and  South-West  Scheme 

All  of  the  38  miles  of  mains,  mostly  of  asbestos-cement,  were 
filled  and  tested  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  and  by  the 
end  of  December  70  properties  had  been  connected. 

The  pre-stressed  concrete  reservoirs  at  Kerley  Downs  and 
Killiganoon  were  completed  by  October,  and  that  at  Coldwind  by 
December.  The  Pumping  Station  at  Wheal  Daniell,  Chacewater,  was 
90%  complete  by  the  end  of  the  year,  though  an  attendant  had  been 
appointed  and  the  pumping  of  filtered  water  commenced  in  October. 

(b)  Other  Sources 

Boreholes,  springs,  wells,  and  rainwater  storage  tanks  supply, 
as  best  they  can,  the  needs  of  those  members  of  the  community 
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still  unable  to  take  advantage  of  main  supplies,  and  in  a  District 
such  as  this  it  is  inevitable  that  such  sources  will  always  be  required 
to  a  certain  extent. 

(c)  Quality  and  Sufficiency 

Despite  the  abnormally  dry  summer  main  supplies  were  well 
maintained  until  about  the  middle  of  August,  when  the  level  of 
water  in  the  Ladock  Quarry  became  seriously  low.  Emergency 
powers  were  obtained  to  extract  water  from  the  adjacent  river,  and 
this  enabled  100,000  gallons  to  be  pumped  daily  into  the  quarry 
between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  4  a.m.  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks. 
It  proved  necessary  to  use  these  powers  from  the  12th  September 
to  11th  October  only,  as  by  that  time  the  Quarry  spring  had  started 
to  recover. 

The  old  Trethem  pumping  plant  was  also  brought  into  use 
during  the  Summer  to  supply  filtered,  chlorinated  water  for  the 
South-East  district  and  so  help  out  the  Ladock  Quarry. 

Also  in  August  there  was  difficulty  in  getting  water  to  the 
higher  levels  at  Perranporth,  and  to  Wheal  Rose  and  Trevellas  at 
St.  Agnes.  No  augmentation  of  the  supplies  was  made,  but  the 
Water  Engineer  expresses  his  concern  that  additional  water  should 
be  made  available  in  the  near  future. 

There  was  the  usual  shortage  of  water  in  localities  dependant 
on  wells  and  storage  tanks,  and  the  Council  again  arranged  for 
water  to  be  distributed  from  the  main  supplies  by  a  haulier  equipped 
with  a  lorry,  a  large  galvanised  tank,  and  a  portable  pump  for  use 
when  necessary  for  filling  elevated  tanks.  Over  £90  was  paid  for 
these  services,  but  the  advent  of  the  Chacewater  main  supply  eased 
the  situation  considerably  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Regular  samples  were,  as  usual,  frequently  taken  from  the  main 
supplies,  and  the  Analyst’s  reports  showed  that  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  purity  was  being  maintained. 

Samples  from  public  wells,  and  other  private  domestic  supplies 
were  not  always  as  good,  and  when  found  to  be  polluted  cleansing 
and  protective  works  have  been  carried  out,  and  where  necessary 
notices  fixed  warning  consumers  to  boil  the  water. 

Rainfall  for  the  year,  as  recorded  at  the  Ladock  Pumping 
Station,  was  34.77  ins.  In  1954  the  figure  was  43.76  ins. 

(d)  Schemes  in  Hand 

No  new  schemes  were  put  in  hand  during  the  year. 

(e)  New  Connections  and  Maintenance  Work 

Particulars  of  new  connections  are  given  in  the  table  at  the 

end  of  my  Report. 
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Maintenance  work  carried  out  included  repairs  to  village  pumps, 
and  routine  supervision  of  the  Council’s  main  supply  pumps  at 
Treamble,  Cover,  Ladock  and  Wheal  Daniell. 

One  submersible  pump  at  Treamble  was  returned  to  the  Works 
for  overhaul  after  5,000  running  hours.  At  Mount,  the  electric 
motor  for  the  booster  pump  burnt  out  and  another  was  obtained 
and  installed  in  a  few  hours.  The  damaged  motor,  repaired,  is  now 
available  as  a  reserve.  It  was  also  decided  to  purchase  a  spare 
pump  in  case  of  breakdown. 

2.  Sewerage 

(a)  Blackwater 

The  scheme  for  the  village  of  Blackwater  was  completed  in 
October,  and  many  people  lost  no  time  in  connecting  their  property 
to  the  new  sewers.  It  was  a  great  relief  to  many,  (not  least  your 
Sanitary  Inspectors)  that  at  last  a  permanent  solution  to  the 
problems  of  defective  sanitation  had  been  achieved  in  this  area. 
The  first  of  many  proposed  schemes  to  be  completed  since  the  war, 
this  is  indeed  a  matter  for  much  satisfaction. 

(b)  Goonhavem 

Another  village  in  dire  need  of  public  sewers,  Goonhavem,  saw 
the  commencement  of  work  on  its  scheme  in  November,  and  we 
can  look  forward  to  its  completion  the  middle  of  next  year. 

(c)  Tresilllan 

Approvals  for  this  scheme  have  been  received,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  work  will  begin  in  February,  1956. 

(d)  Flushing 

The  first  part  of  the  new  scheme  for  substituting  piped  sewers 
for  the  old  stone  drains  was  completed.  This  involved  the  laying 
of  a  sewer  from  the  new  Orchard  Vale  Housing  Estate,  in  Kersey 
Road,  through  Coventry  Street  to  the  existing  sea  outfall.  The 
work  was  complicated  owing  to  the  necessity  for  picking  up  the 
many  connections  to  the  old  drains.  Sanction  has  not  yet  been 
received  for  commencement  of  the  remainder  of  the  scheme  and 
the  construction  of  outfall  plant,  work  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
made  possible  before  long. 

(e)  Other  Villages 

The  pre-war  sewerage  systems  at  Perranporth,  St.  Agnes,  St. 
Mawes,  Mount  Hawke  and  Grampound  Road  gave  no  trouble  during 
the  year,  although  a  part  of  the  length  along  the  Parade  at  St. 
Mawes  tends  to  silt  and  become  surcharged  at  times.  The  first 
three  of  these  schemes  discharge  untreated  sewage  to  the  sea  by 
gravity,  except  at  Perranporth  where  it  has  to  be  pumped  in  stages 
by  electricity  towards  its  point  of  discharge. 
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3.  Sewerage  Works 

Part-time  attendants  are  employed  on  the  works  at  Mount 
Hawke  and  Grampound  Road,  and  a  new  attendant  was  engaged  for 
the  Blackwater  Works.  With  new  schemes  now  progressing  it  is 
hoped  it  will  soon  be  possible  to  engage  permanent  wholetime 
maintenance  staff  who  will  be  responsible  for  all  such  works  in 
the  District. 

The  Council  considered  unsatisfactory  reports  on  the  condition 
of  the  Grampound  Road  and  Mount  Hawke  works.  Both  have  been 
in  use  many  years,  and  extensive  improvements  may  be  found 
necessary.  No  decision  has  yet  been  possible  on  exactly  what  is  to 
be  done. 

4.  Public  Conveniences 

The  Council  own  ten  public  conveniences,  all  but  one  (at 
Veryan)  being  situated  at  seaside  resorts.  All  are  looked  after  by 
part-time  attendants  with  varying  degrees  of  success,  but  generally 
reasonably  well.  Unfortunately,  in  one  or  two  cases  where  cleanli¬ 
ness  is  not  one  of  the  attendant’s  strong  points  he  is  the  only  person 
in  the  locality  willing  to  accept  employment  in  this  work. 

At  Perranporth  the  Council  accepted  responsibility  for  main¬ 
taining  large  modern  conveniences  on  the  sea-front.  These  were 
erected  a  few  years  ago  by  the  Perranporth  Gardens  Trustees,  but 
they  found  them  an  uneconomic  proposition  and  requested  the 
Council  to  take  them  over  at  an  agreed  rental.  A  male  and  female 
employee  are  in  constant  attendance  throughout  the  summer,  the 
former  being  also  the  Car  Park  attendant. 

5.  Cesspool  Emptying 

During  the  year  785  emptyings  of  cesspools  were  carried  out, 
again  an  increase  on  the  previous  year — this  time  of  102. 

A  Karrier  Yorkshire  machine  is  used,  and  it  became  necessary 
early  in  the  year  to  use  it  6  days  a  week  instead  of  4  as  in  previous 
years,  and  overtime  working  has  also  become  necessary.  Fortun¬ 
ately,  mechanical  breakdowns  have  been  few.  There  has  sometimes 
been  delay  in  emptying  cesspools  except  those  in  most  desperate 
need,  and  the  Truro  City  machine  has  had  to  be  hired  on  a  few 
occasions. 

The  prospect  of  a  number  of  new  sewerage  works  being  con¬ 
structed,  both  in  village  schemes  and  for  existing  Council  House 
Estates,  gives  hope  of  the  present  heavy  demand  on  the  Cesspool 

Emptier  being  reduced  to  more  manageable  proportions. 

• 

Time  could  often  be  saved  if  disposal  points  were  easier  to  find. 
Even  when  sewers  are  readily  at  hand,  and  every  care  taken, 
complaints  of  smell  from  residents  have  had  to  be  respected,  and 
we  have  had  to  “  move  on.” 
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6.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council’s  fleet  of  collection  vehicles  numbers  four,  namely 
two  10  cubic  yard  Dennis  side-loaders  and  two  7  cubic  yard  Karrier 
Bantams — each  manned  by  one  loader  and  a  driver/loader.  One 
Bantam  works  two  days  a  week  only.  The  vehicles  are  houses  in 
premises  leased  to  the  Council  in  Truro,  and  most  maintenance  and 
repair  work  not  requiring  precision  tools  is  carried  out  by  a  mechanic 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  great  majority  of  premises  in  the  Rural  District  have  a 
weekly  collection.  Approximately  22,000  cubic  yards  of  refuse  were 
collected  and  disposed  of  on  the  five  tips  in  use,  and  about  800  miles 
per  week  are  travelled  for  the  purpose. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  Controlled  Tipping,  and  some  of 
the  tips  are  kept  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  Others,  where 
indifferent  part-time  labour  is  all  that  is  available,  are  not  as 
satisfactory  as  one  would  like,  but  they  are  so  sited  that  there  is 
little  cause  for  real  complaint. 

Occasionally  a  bulldozer  is  hired  if  circumstance  demand,  and 
all  tips  receive  regular  rat  destruction  treatment.  A  tip  dressing 
is  applied  as  required  to  control  the  breeding  of  flies. 

7.  Salvage 

The  Council  do  not  now  operate  any  kind  of  salvage  scheme. 

8.  Rat  Destruction 

One  whole-time  operator  is  employed  with  an  8  h.p.  van. 

Systematic  surveys  have  continued  through  the  year,  and  where 
necessary  treatments  carried  out  by  methods  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  sewerage  systems  receive  regular 
attention.  No  charge  is  made  for  treatments  at  private  houses. 

Most  infestations  were  of  a  minor  character.  Farm  treatments 
continue  to  be  carried  out  in  the  main  by  staff  of  the  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  with  whom  co-operation  is  maintained. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Ice  Cream 

The  hygienic  quality  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  District  has 
improved  considerably  in  the  last  few  years.  Although  there  are 
now  only  four  manufacturers  (all  using  the  hot  mix),  and  much  is 
sold  pre-packed  as  received  from  the  big  makers,  there  are  still 
opportunities  for  contamination  in  the  handling  of  the  bulk  ice¬ 
cream  which  some  retailers  prefer  to  sell. 
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Of  the  samples  taken  and  reported  on  below,  5  were  from  the 
local  manufacturers,  and  12  from  retailers  handling  ice-cream  in 
bulk. 

Twenty  samples  were  taken  and  the  Analyst’s  reports  on  the 
Methylene  Blue  Tests  carried  out  on  them  show  them  to  be  graded 
as  follows: —

Meat  Inspection 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  17  licensed  slaughterhouses 
in  the  District.  A  great  deal  of  meat  is  sent  out  of  the  County, 
most  of  it  to  Plymouth  and  London,  and  it  is  estimated  that  of 
the  two  meat  inspectors  employed  almost  full-time  on  this  work, 
one  spends  44%  of  his  normal  working  week  on  the  inspection  of 
export  meat,  and  the  other  18  % .  Regular  Sunday  killing  also 
takes  place,  more  than  half  of  the  meat  going  out  of  the  County. 

Efforts  are  made  to  achieve  100%  inspection,  and  although  the 
ever-present  problems  of  time  and  distance  do  not  make  this  entirely 
practicable,  well  over  90%  of  all  carcases  and  offal  is  inspected. 
Considering  the  high  quality  of  carcases  generally — as  shown  in  the 
tables  of  condemnations  at  the  end  of  this  Report — the  chances  of 
anyone  eating  diseased  meat  from  this  District  are  very  low  indeed. 

Twenty-two  new  slaughterman’s  licences  were  issued,  and  49 
licences  renewed. 

No  statutory  action  under  the  Council’s  Byelaws,  or  the  Pood 
&  Drugs  Act  was  taken  or  found  necessary. 


HOUSING 


1.  Slum  Clearance 

As  a  beginning  to  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  made  a  preliminary  survey  of  the  northern  half  of  the 
District,  and  use  was  also  made  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  made 
in  1945-1949. 

Very  little  serious  work  could  be  started  in  1955  owing  to 
insufficient  staff.  The  Council  gave  much  thought  to  the  best  way 
of  overcoming  this  difficulty,  eventually  deciding  that  their  Architect 
should  make  the  detailed  inspections  and  prepare  the  necessary  site 
plans  for  the  first  Clearance  proposals  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry. 
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2.  Overcrowding 

One  notice  to  abate  overcrowding  was  served  and  complied  with. 

3.  Other  Housing  Matters 

(a)  Improvement  Grants 

Ninety-three  applications  for  grants  were  received  and  dealt 
with.  Grants  were  approved  in  83  cases.  The  Council  received 
grants  from  the  Ministry  for  the  improvement  of  six  of  their 
houses  at  Wheal  Vlow,  Perranporth.  173  inspections  were  made. 

The  majority  of  applicants  are  owner-occupiers. 

The  number  of  applications  dealt  with  this  year  is  nearly  double 
that  in  1954,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  pleasing  to  know  that  83  old 
houses  have  been,  or  are  being,  modernised  this  year.  The  innumer¬ 
able  details — plans,  specifications,  and  estimates — that  this  figure 
represents  and  which  have  to  be  dissected  by  your  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  is  however  one  of  those  things  that  one  prefers  to 
remember  rather  than  to  anticipate. 

Before  a  grant  was  approved,  each  house  was  visited  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee  and  Members  for  the  Parish, 
together  with  your  Inspector. 

* 

(b)  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Acts,  1899-1923 

The  Council  advances  money  under  these  Acts  to  assist  people 
to  buy  houses  and  in  1955  advances  were  made  in  respect  of  12 
properties. 

(c)  Housing  Act,  1949,  Section  4 

Seven  loans  to  build  houses  were  made. 

4.  New  Building  Work 

During  the  year  353  plans  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings 
or  the  conversion,  or  addition  to,  existing  ones,  were  submitted  to 
the  Council.  70  plans  for  new  drainage  work  were  also  dealt  with. 

Again  the  figures  are  above  the  corresponding  ones  for  last 
year.  Each  of  these  plans  are  scrutinised  carefully  before  they  are 
placed  before  the  Plans  &  Public  Health  Committee  for  approval, 
or  otherwise.  One  could  wish  at  times  that  some  Architects  would 
omit  the  mass  of  confusing  detail  they  have  a  habit  of  adding  to 
their  work.  Much  of  it  is  quite  irrelevant  from  a  byelaw  point  of 
view,  and  the  time  taken  in  sorting  “  the  wheat  from  the  chaff  ” 
in  these  cases  is  time  ill-spent. 

The  supervision  of  new  Council  house  construction  is  in  the 
hands  of  your  Architect  and  Clerk  of  Works,  but  private  building 
is  watched  by  your  Building  Surveyor.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
pressure  test  by  water  or  smoke  all  new  drains  laid  and  559 
lengths  were  so  tested  in  the  year,  mostly  by  Mr.  Burley.  In  bad 
weather  this  is  a  pretty  thankless  task  but  your  Inspectors  have 
carried  out  the  work  conscientiously,  and  the  standard  of  drain¬ 
laying  has  been  improved  very  much  indeed. 
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A  new  test,  whereby  a  hardwood  ball  is  rolled  through  the 
drain,  was  introduced  during  the  year  and  has  been  found  most 
effective  in  impressing  on  the  drainlayer  the  necessity  for  clean 
joints — he  does  not  willingly  cause  the  ball  to  jam  a  second  time 
in  the  middle  of  a  long  length  of  drain!
